GAS KILLS FIREMAN

IN BROOKLYN CELLAR

'Two Found Unconscious After
Small HIaze, but One Ts

Tlcsuscitflted.

While examining the damage after a

He was married and Is survived by his
widow and three small children. His
home Is at 728 Franklin avenue.
